Now we all know that time is money. Ono 
can easily imagine, thereloro, what an inji:ry 
it is to compel men, day after ilay, and week 
after week, to attend Court, when the whole 
nf the busiaes.s ini:;lil be Ira.i.-actcd in three 
days. It i.s shameful that men, because they 
happen to be so unfortunate us to be jurymen 
or witnesses, should, through the misraanage- 
moiit ofjudicial afi'airs, be oblif;ed so often to 
neglect tbeir business ; and not only jiirvniiMi 
and witnesses sidl'er liy it, l]ut also men uf the 
legal profession, who are rei^ularly trotted 
over the bay to find that they are to "call 
again.'' Now who is to blame for nil this 
Yesterday the Court bad to be adjourned be- 
cause the Grown witnesses were uot produced. 
If the ci-irainai business had been properly 
managed ifiis cotild not have occurred. 'I'bf 
want of timo could not be alleged asau e.\cn:;ii 
for it is nearly two months since tho .V.ssi/.es 
were opened. If the witnesses hail been 
Bubpa'uaed and did not attend, lliey should 
have been punished for tbeir uon compliance. 
But if they have not been summoned, with 

{iltfhom docs the fault lie ! The Altorni y 
General is employed to comlnet prv seentiuin 
on behalf of the crown. He should see, there- 
fore, that tl' ' ''asi's are propevly got np. II 
v.itnessos are rei|nired, one of course does not 
e.vpcet that be shall run after tlioin and brnig 
tlicni before the court, but ho can snrely give 

. directions for the thing being done by some 
responsible person.' Therelisthe Chief of Po- 
lice, for instance, who luiglit Ijc detailed fur 
tlic business of seeing that all the witnesses 
requited shall bo before the Court. There 
must bo soino 0110 to attend to these matters, 
who ia liable to punishnient for any neglect 
of his duty. If^ there is any defect in tbo ma- 
chinery let it be remedied at once. At pres- 
ent we must bold the Attorney General liable 
for what is wrong. lie is the public agent in 
legal mailers. It is his duty to see that thern 
be no obstacles in the way of rapiilly and 
eflcctually prosecuting oflender.s ngainsl t!io 
public peace. And wo eannut sou that J iid^i; 
Caineroii is (|nilo blatnoless in tlio matter. 
He ia aliogeiher too lenient. lie should in- 
sist upon Ivuowiug who ha? been the cause of 
the 'delays which have takou place, and upon 
having the guilty parlies panishcd. Unless 
this is done people will lose all respect for 
the administration of justice. If the arm of 
the law mako not sharp and sure work, the 
evil disposed will come to imagine they itiay 
commit crime with impunity. Looking at 
the matter from anoiber point of view, what n 
piece of cruelty it is to tantalize a man 

^ jpJljXged with a capital crime with the vain 
hope of having his fate decided at once. Let 
the men be tried, and if they are innocent let 
them bo discharged ; if guilty, punish them 
and have done with il. If we have a gov- 
ernment and tribunals lor the administration 
of justice it is liinc they should exhibit some 
degree of oliicieDoy and lot us feel the advan- 

' tagos which they ought to bring to a civilized 
nation.
